DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE - 


‘(Continued from Page One.) 

For abolishing the free system of English laws in a neighboring 
province, establishing therein an arbitrary government and enlarging 
its. boundaries so as to render it at once an example and fit instru- 
ment for introducing the same absolute rule into these colonies. 

For taking away our charters, abolishing our most valuable laws 
rand altering fundamentally the forms of our governments. 

For suspending our own Legislatures, and declaring themselves 
invested with powers to legislate for us in all cases whatsoever. 

He has abdicated Government here by declaring us out of his 
protection and waging war against us. 

He has plundered our Seas, ravaged our boats, burnt our towns 
and destroyed the lives of our people. He is at this time transporting 
large armies of foreign mercenaries to complete the works of death, 
desolation and tyranny, already begun with circumstances of cruelty 
and perfidy searcely paralelled in the most barbarous ages, nad totally 
unworthy the head of a civilized nation.

JUDGE ROTH GIVES 
HIS VIEWS ON 
SINGLE TAX. 


Editor Daily News: - Some of the 
good peopld of Richmond oppose the 
Home Rule in Taxation amendment 
now pending. "They say that it 
means single tax and they are op- 
posed to single tax. Let us get 
down to facts. It don’t necessarily 
mean single tax any more thin it 
means double tax or any other kind 
of a tax. It means simply whether | 
the people of any city or county shall 
have the right to tax themselves for 
local purposes, as in their own judg- 
ment they think best. 

A certain amount of money must 
be raised by taxation, to run our city 
government. Whose business is it 
but our own how we raise it so long 
as we don’t interfere with any other 
city? We raise a lot of it by levying 
a license tax on all kinds of business 
houses. Men must pay a license tax. 
for running a transfer or dray wagon, 
or any other kind of a wagon- for 
profit. This is all a double tax, be- 
cause the horses, wagons and busi- 
ness houses are already taxed at 
their value for city and county pur- 
poses. The state has already ex- 
empted all personal property and im- 
provements from taxation for state 
purposes. They collect their taxes 
from a percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts of the public service corpora- 
tions, automobiles, fishing and hunt- 
ing licenses, etc. 

Neither our state or our national 
government levy or collect any taxes 
from personal property or improve- 
ments: Our cities and counties are 
tied down to the personal property 
and improvement tax by a clause in 
our. constitution placed there 35 
years ago and long since outlived its 
usefulness, if ever it had any. The 
right for a city or county to levy its 
own way, is-a God-givei right. It is 
own fay, is a God-given right. It is 
a right which our forefathers wrung 
from the unwilling lips of King 
George by shedding their blood and 
offering up their lives in a seven 
years war with the mightiest nation 
then on earth. It is a right that is 
sacred to every liberty-loving Amer- 
ican:-heart. It was the denial of that 
right that gave to the world the im- 
mortal Declaration of Independence. 
Listen to that Declaration, read on 
the Fourth of July, and then look 
deep down into your neart and see 
if you can find courage to object to 
Home Rule in Taxation. 

Since the history of the world be- 
gan oceans of blood have been sac- 
rificed f ~ the exercise of that right. 
It-was always the brave and liberty- 
loving who fought for it; and al- 


They -have maneu-| 


ways the tyrants who opposed it. 
They oppose it yet on the old, old 
theory that the mass of the people 
don’t know what they need. That 
they require some superior. intelli- 
gence to govern them or protect them 
from their own irrational acts; that 
if they get home rule in taxation they 
might ruin themselves by exempting 
personal property and improvements 
from taxation, or in some other way 
injure themselves. Those self-consti- 
tuted guardians of the masses can’t 
seem to see that the poor man’s 
property is in plain sight of the as- 


sessor and with the glance of his eye 


he gets it all every time, while the 
rich and powerful evade a very large 
portion if not ‘the most of theirs. 
What can the assessor known about 
the value of a factory’or a depart- 
ment stére or anything of that na- 
ture. He mast take their word for it 
and deal with their attorneys, who 
are paid to cut it down to the last 
farthing. The personal property of 
the rich is largely in untaxable 
bonds, greenbacks, etc. And the
